said sentiment among North Caro- 
lina Republicans was "overwhelm- 
ing" for Dewey. Even if the state 
delegation is not instructed for the 
New Yorker, he said, it will be fav- 
orable to his candidacy. 


Lieut. Gov. Joe R. Hanley of New 


York, Dewey's right-hand man al 
Albany, was invited to deliver the 
key note speech at the Charlotte 
meeting. Hanley 
would 
succeed 


Dewey as governor if the latter be 
came president in November. 


Four years ago when North Car 


olina had 23 delegates, two were in 
structed for Senator Taft of Ohio 
now supporting Gov.
